From advices received it would appear that the greatest naval battle of history has taken place in the eastern waters of the North Sea, apparently off the coast of Denmark. Never before have two 


naval forces of such magnitude as the British and German high sea fleets engaged in combat. But apparently the battle was not fought out to a point to determine mastery of the seas, for the losses, serious as 
they are reported to have been, will not impair the strength of either fleet to a vital extent. It is probable that the German fleet was on one of the excursions into the North Sea which it has taken from time to 
time during the war and met, whether or not by design, with the British fleet. 
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1 various smaller craft. Germany had lost 18 cruisers, 19 auxiliary cruisers, 
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Berlin, June 2—(Wireless to Sayville) — The German admiralty an- 


nounced today that the German high sea fleet on May 31 encountered a British 
fighting fleet. The engagement which developed, the admiralty say's, was favor- 
able to the Germans. The battlt,- continued all night. The German admiralty 
announces that the large British battleship.Warspite, the battle cruisers 
Queen Mary and Indefatigable and two armored cruisers were destroyed. It is 
also reported that a small British cruiser, a number of torpedo boat destroy- 
ers and torpedo boats were sunk. The battle occurred in the northeastern sec- 
tion of the North Sea with the main part of the British fleet. 


The German admiralty statement adds that by observation it was estab- 


lished that a large number of British battleships suffered damage from the,fire 
of the German big ships and attacks of the torpedo boat flotilla. The admiralty 
statement also"declares that ^ 
torpedo, this being confirmed by the prisoners rescued. Several of the Ger- 
man ships rescued parts of the crews of the British ships which were sunk, 
they including, it is said, two men from the Indefatigable, the only survivors 
from that ship.

On the German side the small cruiser Wiesbaden was sunk by gunfire and 


the Pommern was sent to the bottom by a torpedo. The fate of the Frauenlob 
is not known and some torpedo boats did not return. The German high sea 
fleet, the statement adds, returned to port June 1.

London, June 2—The British admiralty announced today that a battle 


had occurred in the North Sea between the British and German fleets in the 
course of which a number of German warships were sunk; The cruisers De- 
fence and Black Prince also were sunk, and the cruiser Warrior was disabled. 
The German losses are described as serious. The announcement says two 
German battle cruisers were sunk and two German light cruisers were dis- 
abled and probably sunk. 


News of the engagement was held back by the British authorities pos- 


sibility pending the return home of the fleet and the first word received of the 
battle came by wireless from Berlin by which means the Germans are able to 
escape the censorship over cable lines.

Well, we do and we've got a right both to know 
and say, for we've been at the business here for eighteen years, 


call 'em Idng-or-short; as you please and we still survive to tell 
the tale. 


And the why and the wherefore! Everybody and his neigh- 


bor read the paper, every column and every line in it. May' be 
von don't believe that,; wo do, since, yesterday anyway. On that 
day and date we had among "these few lines" a paragraph, refer- 
ring to the death of James J. Hill, whom we disignated as the pres- 
ident of the Northern Pacific railway. The first copy of "The 
Pink" was hardly out on the street before the phone bell jingled 
and someone wanted to know if we didn't know Hill was presi- 
dent not of the Northern Pacific, but the Great Northern? 
And 


for a solid hour the pesky thing jingled as fast as it was hung up 
. and ever came that same "Don't-you know?" In desperation we 
rushed out to luncheon only to run up against the Man on the Cor- 
ner, who'began "Don't you know" only to be snapped off with: 
"Yes, we know, but we don't tell all we know, like some," but 
our speed had carried us, let it b e hoped, beyond hia hearing. 


And it is experiences like that, • which' makes * newspaper 


work worth doing, to know people, your neighbors and friends are 
reading'interestingly and intelligently what you have to offer them 
from day to day. Why once we ran a paper in a town where they 
apparently did neither. We bubbled and we frothed, we blistered 
politicians and public characters with sarcasm and vituperation, 
we emitted sob stuff that we imagined,made the copper Niobe, on 
the long dry public square fountain, weep; in sheer wantonness 
and desperation, we ran the whole gamut from ferocity to pathos, 
we flung out in one issue all the jaw-breakers in the dictionary and 
the next talked like a primer, but never once did we raise a cheep. 
One day we closed up shop and walked away. AVe'd rather go 
to jail for the balance of our natural life than to be sentenced to 
nm a newspaper in that town, again. 


THEY STOOD TOGETHER

As 
they view the situation it' is best that a staying hand should be 
laid against wanton waste and extravagance, even if worthy enter- 
prises are checked for awhile. However, in this ever recurring 
river and harbor bill the country has come to recognize that .it 
must not only pay the price for improvements, but, indirectly, much 
more and yielding to circumstances, it accepts the unworthy with 
the worthy as the best that can be done in the present. .Then be- 
tides that, men 'may rightly and honestly differ as to the value of 
the improvement sought and so.mething must be yielded, if one's 
conscience point not otherwise, in consideration to the judgment 
and opinion of others. We can not all see just alike, nor come 
to common esteem in value, so we must each -do our part as right 
and fair exigency permit.
